RE: Section 11 of the Capital Bill

Current language in the Capital Bill includes the following -

The following Subdivision in 11 is amended to add:

(I) The sum of $2,400,000 is appropriated in FY 2019 to the Agency of Transportation for the VVTrans
Municipal Mitigation Program.

The sum of $2,400,000 is requested to continue the Municipal Mitigation Program.

On February 7, 2018 | appeared before the Senate Committee on Institutions and presented information entitled
“SFY19 Capital Bill Adjustment to Allow for Grant Funding to Municipalities through VTrans”. This
information included a description of how the funds were used in SFY18 and clarified that while the proposed
appropriation for SFY19 has increased, it has been offset by no recommended appropriation of Clean Water
funds. Clean Water funds as used here are funds allocated by the Clean Water Fund Board from the property
tax surcharge. Here is an excerpt from the presentation:

CWEF Board Recommended Allocations SFY18 SFY19
Clean Water Funds $1,100,000

Capital Bill Funds $1,400,000 $2,400,000
Total $2,500,000 $2,400,000

Difference = $100,000 for stormwater utility incentive payments. CWF Board has recommended that the
Agency of Administration make these payments in SFY19.

Capital Bill funds have been used within the two grant programs of the Municipal Mitigation Assistance
Program — the Better Roads Program and the Municipal Highway and Stormwater Mitigation Program. The
Better Roads Program targets smaller scale projects and uses state funds for construction projects. The
Municipal Highway and Stormwater Mitigation Program targets larger projects and is primarily funded with
federal funds, which have specific eligibility parameters and criteria related to funding. Capital Bill funds were
used in conjunction with federal funds to treat comingled stormwater as the federal transportation funds can
only be used to fund the portion of the project that is directly attributable to runoff from the highway system.
This allows VVTrans to offer a grant award package using both federal and Capital Bill funds that aids the



municipalities with achieving project success. In SFY18, the Better Roads Program utilized $1,000,000 of the
Clean Water funds and $400,000 of the Capital Bill funds. In SFY18, the Municipal Highway and Stormwater
Mitigation Program utilized $981,871 of the Capital Bill funds, which was the amount available after the costs
of issuing the bonds was factored in. For SFY19, VTrans proposes using Capital Bill funds in the same
proportion or $1,400,000 for the Better Roads Program and the remainder of the funds available after the costs
of issuing the bonds is factored into the Municipal Highway and Stormwater Mitigation Program.

| was advised that the committee is interested in understanding how the funds were utilized in SFY18 and how
they plan to be utilized in SFY19. Following is a summary of how the funds were awarded in SFY 18 for the
two grant programs — | have included the projects funded in Better Roads that also used Clean Water funds as it
is proposed in SFY19 that these funds are essentially replaced with Capital Bill funds.

The SFY19 solicitation and award of grants for the Municipal Highway and Stormwater Mitigation Program
will be mid-summer, 2018. As noted above, Rutland declined their SFY 18 award that included $131,456 of
Capital Bill funds; VTrans proposes adding these funds to the amount available for SFY19. | expect that 3to 5
projects will be awarded using a combination of federal and Capital Bill funds for projects similar to those

funded in SFY18.

I hope this information is helpful to the Committee. VVTrans uses selection committees for these programs that
include technical experts from within and outside of VTrans, including the Department of Environmental

Conservation, to ensure that the projects selected for funding have a strong nexus to water quality.
